The mo st delicate wo rk o f all is the re­ 
vising o f each peg. It is do ne by a wo rk­ 
man who has a go o d ear fo r mu sic. Ile sees 
that each peg is in its pro per place, and 
bent at the co rrect angle. W hen the instru ­ 
m ent is in its case, an expert examines 
it to see that the time is perfect ami go o d. 
The Ix-st wo rkmen, tho se who mark the 
cylinder and adju st the pegs, earn » $1.80 
a day, after serving an apprenticeship o f 
ten o r twelve years. 
An o rdinary wo rk­
